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THE PIONEERS’ HOME 


The Pioneers’ Home is an insti- 
tution entirely supported by the 
Territory. Any worthy person 
who has been a resident of Alas- 
ka for five years preceding and 
who is from any cause not cap- 
able of self-support may make 
application for admission to the 
lome. The buildings at Sitka 
yormerly were used as a barracks 
for the United States Marines are 
occupied by the home, and are 
still the property of the Govern- 
ment, but title thereto should be 
vested in the Territory of Alaska 
so that needed improvements and 
additions may be sately made. 
On June 30, 1918, there were 64 
inmates, as compared with 70 the 
preceding vear; there were 22 ad- 
missions, 7 were discharged; 
one committed to the asylum at 
Morningside, and 18 died. Of 
those discharged three were pen- 
sioned by the Territory.—-Pioneer

All Food 
Administration rules and regula- 
tions as well as requirements in 
re-procuring a fisherman’s license 
are rescinded. Alaska fishermen 
are now free to operate in Alaskan 
waters withont a license in so far 
as control or regulation by the 
United States Food Administration
